HAVANA, Sept. 18.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Ramon Grau San Martin arrived 
at the palace late tonight to hear the 
final memoranda, or “ultimatum,” of 
his strongest opposition. 

Usually well informed circles said 
the four leading opposition groups 

rere unanimous that the president 
and his cabinet resign and that these 
demands would be formally presented. 

Five memoranda, one each from the 
A BC and the O OC R R secret po- 
litical societies, the Marianistas, the 
Menocalistas and the nationalists were 
expected to reach the palace momen- 
tarily. The documents were to be 
handed to Rotarians who are acting 
as mediators. 

In three meetings between San Mar- 
tin and the opposition bloc during the 
mst few days the president has stead- 
Fastly refused to quit, but whether he 
would continue adamant could not he 
Jearned. The opposition bloc has de- 
manded he step aside in favor of a 
“truly nationalist” government. 

Certain political circles were in- 
clined to consider Grau San Martin 
would abdicate, ; 

The opposition factions met tonight, 
each group preparing its own memo- 
randum. 

A plan to meet with Grau San 
Martin was abandoned, and Cuban 
newspapers said the executive refused 
to continue direct negotiations. 

Members of the student directorate, 
the president’s supporters, backed his 
refusal to meet the opposition directly. 

In a long meeting today, Merchants’ 
associations, agreed to postpone the 24- 
hour protest closing set for tomorrow. 
They decided, however, to close with- 
out notice if the government refuses 
to end “acts of violence” by workers 
and delays the formation of a national 
reconcentration cabinet.

RUUSEVELT'S PLEA 


‘Davis to Deliver ?resi-

PARIS, Sept. 18.—(4)—President 
Roosevelt’s oral message, strongly 
urging Premier Daladier to realize 
that the world must disarm, was 
brought to Paris today by Norman H. 
Davis, American ambassador-at-large, 
who will present it to the premier to- 
morrow. 

The French, who are seeking to ef- 
fect a united front with the United 
States and Britain at Geneva, prefer

Fears Germany. 

In conversations with the British 
today, M. Paul-Boncour reviewed re- 
cent activities of the German nazis 
and declared there was vital need for 
a firm stand toward the reich. 

When Mr. Davis arrived from Lon- 
don be was asked whether he had 
brought along new disarmament plans. 
“Absolutely none,” he replied. He 
plans to go direct to Geneva for the 
resumption of the arms conference as 
soon as his conversations here are 
completed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(4)— 
Moving the coal code out of a fresh- 
ly brewed dispute, President Roosevelt 
late today issued an executive order 
making the compact for the soft coal 
industry effective within two weeks.

The president also made a change

Frank Buchanan, manager of the 
Georgia Milk Producers’ Confedera- 
tion, said Monday night that the two 
largest milk distributors in Atlanta 
had refused to buy milk from the or- 
ganization when it declined to deliver 
to this city any of its surplus milk 
which sells at about 8 cents a gallon 
to the farmers, 

Directors of the confederation, he 
said, will meet here today to decide 
‘-what action to take on the Georgia 
milk code which the group has not 
yet signed. 

Buchanan declined to forecast the 
action of the directors but there was 
discussion of possible signing of the 
reservations, or sending 
delegates to Washington to ask for 
amendments to the code.

Buchanan said that the price - of 
approximately 8 cents a gallon for 
such milk was unsatisfactory to the 
producers in his organization and 
they had decided to utilize all of their 
own surpius in a miix plant they 
have established in Griffin for the 
production of cream and other milk 
products.

BANKERS CLEARED 
IN DETROWT PROBE 


‘One-Man Grand Jury De- 


clares Banks Solvent 
When ‘Holiday’ Began. 


DETROIT, Sept. 18.—(4)—Judge 


Harry B. Keidan, who took testimony 
for three months in a one-man grand 
jury investigation of reasons for the 
collapse of Detroit’s two national 
banks, tonight found that the banks 
were solvent at the timé of the Michi- 
gan banking holiday and that there 
was no evidence of criminality on the 
part of the officers. 

He also found that there was no 
evidence of “smart money” withdraw- 
als just prior to the banking holiday 
last February 14, after which the 
First National Bank of Detroit and 
the Guardian National Bank of Com- 
merce failed to open, 

One of the points of controversy 
through the three months of open 
hearings was whether the government 
was justified in placing the two banks 
under conservatots less than a month 
after the holiday. In support of the 
treasury department’s action, Senator 
James Couzens had testified that se- 
cret reports by examiners to the treas- 
ury department some months before 
the holiday had showed the banks in 
bad condition, 

But Judge Keidan, in his finding 
made public tonight, within a few 
hours after the hearing was unexpect- 
edly terminated, said: 

“Most powerfully am I urged to 
conclude that the government would 
not permit an insolvent bank to oper- 
ate in fraud of its citizens . . . and 
I am constrained to find that the two 
national banks on February 11, 1933, 
were solvent.” 

February 11 was the last business 
day before the holiday. 


Text of Petition Adopted 
By Conference on Cotton 


_ WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(AP)—Following is the text of a peti- 
tion to President Roosevelt approved Monday night at a conference 
of southern state officials and cotton growers: 


“To the President of the United 

States: — 

“We, the delegates appointed by the 
governor of the states of Alabama, 
Arkansas, South Carolina. Georgia, 
Mississippi, , Oklahoma, Texas 
souri and uisiana, assem in 
convention in the city of Washington, 
D. C., on this 18th day of September, 
do most fully represent, — rec- 
ommend and petition as follows: 

“Whereas, the cotton -farmers and 
all who depend on them are 
with utter ruin because of world 
price conditions today than has exist-

“Whereas, the continuance of pres-

INFLATION DEMAND

Congressional Advocates 
Rally Behind Thomas 
for Insistent Appeal to 
President. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(/)— 
Amid echoing predictions of trouble 


with farmers unless the currency is 
expanded, congressional. advocates of 


T.{|inflation rallied today around Senator 


Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, for an 
insistent appeal to President Roose- 
velt to cheapen the dollar to lift prices. 

While southern spokesmen, in ses- 
sion here, put on paper a demand for 
inflation to help the farmer, Thomas’ 
office was the focal point of tele- 
grams and letters from members of 
congress urging monetary expansion. 

President Roosevelt, at whom the 
flood of messages is aimed, maintained 
an absolute silence on his own plans, 
despite the increasing demands that 
he avail himself of the inflationary 
powers vested in him by congress. 

The resolution adopted by the con- 
ference of southern delegates called 
for the issuance of an unspecified 
amount of greenbacks. 

Other resolutions asked suspension 
of 4.2 per cent processing tax on cot- 
ton, a minimum price of 20 cents a 
pound for that staple and $30 a ton 
for cottonseed. j 

Senator Smith, democrat, South 


riculture committee, demanded abo- 
lition of the processing tax’ because 
‘“‘we believe it is being paid by the 
farmer apd is depressing the price of 
cotton.” 

The conference agreed to meet to- 
morrow after waiting upon President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Wallace to 
decide whether to take further steps 
to force currency _ inflation. 

Primary responsibility for. holding 
up farm prices, Thomas said, rested 
upon the chief executive and whether 
he would use the currency expansion 


authority.

To aid the credit expansion pro- 
gram of the administration, President 
Roosevelt put $150,000,000 niore into 
use as furids for the federal land banks 
to assist in refinancing farm mort- 
gages held by banks that are heavily 
loaded with such paper. 

Other efforts toward easing the 

money situation went forward in the 
form of open market operations by the 
agreements for other tobacce types 
whose growers are complaining of low 
prices. 
Instead of waiting for representa- 
tives of the flue-cured tobacco indus- 
try to submit a plan, Wallace’s aids 
are taking the initiative.

Supplementary Plan. 

The proposed agreement: supple- 
ments a production curtailment pro- 
gram nuw being undertaken in the 
producing regions in North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Virginia and Georgia 
for flue-cured tobaccos, which are 
used’ principally in the manufacture 
of cigarets. : 

The agreement was drawn in an ef- 
fort to provide quick relief from low 
prices which recently caused governors 
of the four states to call a market 
holiday. Sales are now scheduled to 
be resumed throughout the producing 
area next week with farm adminis- 
trators hopeful that the agreement can 
be put into effect within two weeks.

Farmer, Father of 12,

negotiations for the purchase of 
some 3,000,000 bales of Ameri- 
ean cotton, and the pressure be- 
ing brought to bear in Washing- 
ton for boosting prices.

Farley Tells Controllers’ In- 
stitute of American Control 
Lacking in Past. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—(— 
Postmaster-General James A. Farley 
said today that the day-to-day power 
of supervision over governmental 
spending given to Director of the 
Budget Douglas by President Roose- 


velt has resulted in a saving of “al- 
most 500 million dollars” to taxpayers 
since July 1, in comparison with the 
same period a year ago. 

Farley, speaking before the annual 
meeting of the Controllers’ Institute 
of America, expressed the belief that 
‘the principal cause for the “almost 
insupportable” increase in federal ex- 
penditures during the last 20 years 
was a lack of financial planning and 
financial leadership. 

“We are supposed to have had a 
federal budget system since 1921, 
when legislation was enacted setting 
up a director of the budget and a 
comptroller general of the United 
States,” Farley said. “It is hardly 
necessary, however, to note that these 
officials are completely independent 
of each other to realize that in the 
federal system as originaly planned 
there.was no adequate concentration 
of control over federal spending.”

At the same time he declared it was 
both inadvisable and unjust to require 
crop production loan borrowers for the 
1932 and prior seasons to sell all cot- 
ton held against their note on or aft- 
er September 20 in view of the pres- 
ent low price level. . 

His two telegrams to Mr. Morgen- 
thau read: 

“In view of the delay in sending 
checks to farmers who have destroyed 
cotton, let me strongly urge that all 
farmers who are indebted to the gov- 
ernment for seed loans and have de- 
stroyed enough cotton to cover their 
loans be permitted to sell their crop 
now on hand.” : 

“I think it inadvisable and unjust 
to require crop production loan bor- 
rowers for the season 1932 and prior 
seasons to sell all cotton held against 
their note on or after September 20. 
Many of these farmers have requested 
the sale of their cotton when the price 
was above the present level and they 
should be allowed to advise the date 
of the sale within a reasonable period, 
to wit, 60 or 90 days. I urge that ad- 
visory letter of September 7 to these 
farmers be so amended or interpreted.”

BRITISH TRADE TURNS 


TO CANADIAN TOBACCO 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(4)— 
Canadian tobacco, grown in direct 
competition with tobacco produced in 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Virginia, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, is makiwg rapid progress in the 
British market. 

The commerce department’s tobacco 
division reported that during the first 
half of 1938 deliveries of the Cana- 
dian product in the United Kingdom 
for home consunrption amounted te 
4,487,000. This is an increase of near- 
ly 50 per cent over the same period 
from 1932. 

Southern tobacco growers are in- 
directly responsible for this increase 
in that all tobacco produced in Cana- 
da, the department said, is grown from 
seeds or plants produced in the south. 
Carolina tobacco farmers sell much 
seed stock to Canadian farmers, rec- 
ords show. 

Canada’s production of tobacco in 
recent years oa been more than ample 
to satisfy demands of the home mar- 
ket, and a growing export trade has 
developed, virtually all with the Unit- 
ed Kingdom.

GENEVA, Sept. 18—(UP)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt is preparing. drastic 


extension of United States’ co-opera- 


tion with the League of Nations, the 
United Press learned reliably tonight. 

The president plans to “ larize” 
Washington's relations with the 
League, originally sponsored by Wood- 
row Wilson, the last democratic preéi- 
dent in the United States. 

The United Press was informed that 
Mr. Roosevelt intends to appoint a 
prominent diplomatic representative 
at Geneva as his regular post. 

The plan also includes establish- 
ment of a League of Nations division 
in the department of state, it was un- 
derstood, probably in charge of an 
undersecretary of state. 

Persons close to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration assert that this new 
United States-League alliance may 
take one of three forms: 

1—Appointment of Prentiss Gilbert 
as United States commissioner general 
to the League. 

2—Appointment of Hugh Wilson as 
Tnited States resident minister to the 
League at Geneva. 

3—Permanent establishment of Nor- 
man Davis as ambassador-at-large in 
Europe, with headquarters in Geneva.

“In addition, they paid the govern- 
ment in taxes about $450,000,000, 
which is about 50 per cent more than 
the farmers received,” he said.

Federal relief funds will provide 
full school terms for Georgia commu- 


nities unable financially to carry out 


the regular school program, State 
Superintendent M. D. Collins an- 
nounced Monday on his return from 
Washington. 

He said the federal government also 
stood ready to assist in a program of 
adult education for the employment 
of teachers who otherwise would have 
no jobs. 

The superintendent made public 
plans ‘to start the campaign against 
adult illiteracy immediately, beginning 
with a series of meetings, one in each 
congressional district, to discuss the 
project with educators. 

“Of course,” he said, “the various 
communities must supply the build- 
ings, with the federal government fur- 
nishing the teachers in these adult 
schools.” 

_ The state at present has’ no organ- 
ized system of adult education, he »

In the regular schools, he contin- 
ued, the relief money will be available 
only to keep schools open for the term 
customary in the community, and not 
to provide a longer term than is usual] 
at the place.

ECONOMY OR BANKRUPT CY. 

The municipal government is in 
far better financial condition than 
most other cities throughout the 
country, but that does not mean 
that the slightest slackening in the 
policy of rigid economy that has 
been pursued for the past two 
years can be deviated from. 

If the city’s revenues are not 
rigidly safeguarded, and every dol- 
lar made to bring in the maximum 
return, the city will be faced with 
bankruptcy. 

Relief has been brought to the 
taxpayers during the past two years 
by the trimming of $100,000,000 
from assessments. To do this it 
has been necessary to reduce ex- 
penses by more than $1,000,000 a 
year. lf this policy of economy is 
not continued, either the assess- 
ments will have to go up again or 
else the municipal government will 
not have enough money to pay its 
‘operating expenses or to meet its 
bonded obligations. 

The city is now faced with one 
of two courses: it can either con- 
tinue the policy of economy under 
which public service has been kept 
up to a high standard, despite a 
material lightening of the load on 
the taxpayers, or, putting aside the 
object lesson of the last two years, 
throw the treasury throttle wide 
open and head for the precipice of 
bankruptcy. 

There can be no middle ground 
between these two routes, because 
the city’s credit is now strained to 
the breaking point.

If its credit is destroyed by an 


abandonment of the economy poli- 


cy, the banks will refuse to make | 


further loans, and the city will be 
forced to default on its obligations 
and there will be no money to pay 
employes and officials. 

That has been the situation in

Atlanta has been able to avoid 
such a crisis in its municipal af- 
fairs because the economy ax has 
been put to every type of expendi- 
ture.

Atlanta’s neighboring community 
of Clarkston at one time gained an 
unenviable reputation as a “‘speed 
trap.” Realizing the injustice to 
their own community, the citizens 
dispensed with the traffic officers 
and found that they suffered no 
more from speeding without the 
officers than they did when the 
highway through the town was pa- 
trolled. 

It might be best for Lula and 
Bellton to benefit from the experi- 
ence of Clarkston. Certainly if the 
present agitation is continued their 
merchants will suffer, as well as 
those of other towns along the 
route, because it will cause all auto- 
ists who can to travel other high- 
ways.

Germany And 


Palestine. 


A trade agreement under which 
Palestine will export oranges to Ger- 
many to the extent of about two mil- 
lion dollars annually, and import 
double that amount of German 
manufactured articles, has been con- 
cluded, according to the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. This looks like some 
sort of an arrangement to relieve the 
positively disastrous situation of the 
Jews in Germany, who are ruined by 
the new regime and yet not per- 
mitted to leave. The agreement stip- 
ulates- that both the oranges and 
manufactured articles shall be car- 
ried exclusively on German vessels. 

The articles of agreement are so 
far provisional. A German commis- 
sion has been appointed by ‘the guv- 
ernment to make the final draft of 
the agreement and to put it into op- 
eration. The German government, it 
is estimated, will derive about 200,- 
000 dollars a year from this export 
trade in customs duties alone. 

The negotiations with the German 
government on the subject of the 
transfer to Palestine of the capital 
of Jewish emigrants are, it is now 
stated, continuing.

Health Talks

The Cure of Typhoid Carriers. 

Since the days when Typhoid Mary 
threw her weight about the front 
page the treatment of typhoid ear- 
riers has been notoriously unsatis- 
factory to all concerned—the carrier, 
the physicians or health authorities 
and the general public. Perhaps the 
best bet thus far is surgical removal 
of the carrier’s gall-bladder. 

In a series of 12 cases reported 
y Drs. George H. Bigelow and Gay- 
lord W. Anderson this operation has 
apparently cured the carrier condition. 
At least regular monthly examinations 
made for a year after the operation 
have revealed no typhoid bacilli. Such 
a fest seems a fair one. A typhoid 
carrier could :carcely get by 12 
such bacteriological examinations if 
he were eliminating typhoid bacilli. 

The cost of the operation, these 
physicians maintain, is a justifiable 
public health expenditure, and why 
not, since it is far cheaper than the 
attempt to keep a typhoid carrier un- 
der the surveillance of the health de- 
partment through an indefinite term 
of years, 

In all 12 eases gallstones were 
found present, and in the few cases 
where the patients had had any symp- 
toms from the gallstones the sym p- 
toms disappeared after the operation. 

In every case, of course, the patient 
had had typhoid fever from a few 
months to 30 years prior to the 
operation, One woman denied that 
she had ever had typhoid fever. But 
the typhoid bacilli were being elimi- 
nated from her gastro-ivtestinal tract 
nevertheless. Probably her attack of 
typhoid had been dubbed “gastric 
fever” or “intestinal flu” or “malaria” 
or “a bad eold.” 

We do not know, but we begin to 
believe that in every instance of the 
typhoid “carrier” condition the focus 
of infection from which the typhaid 
germs come is in the gall-bladder. 

Everybody knows that an individual 
who is a typhoid carrier (whether he 
or she knows it or not) may be the 
souree of infection in ‘one outbreak 
after another of mysterious typhoid in 
the course of years, especially if the 
carrier handles or serves food to per- 
sons who have not been immunized 
against typhoid. 

These carriers (especially the inno- 
cent or undetected carriers) are quite 
likely to travel to summer resorts to 
take places as cooks, waiter, etc., for 
a season, and woe betide the patron 
who sojourns at such resort without 
having bothered to be immunized by 
his physician. 

Gallstones in a considerable. share 
of cases are caused by typhoid fever— 
the stones forming upon a nidus or 
clump of typhoid bacilli in the gall- 
bladder or the bile ducts. 

A farmer who had had typhoid 
fever 30 years ago and was a typhoid 


butter in a city for years, Numerous 
cases of typhoid had occurred in the 
city, but none could be traced to him. 
Only one ease was definitely traced 
to him.

Just have your 
physician immunize you, and no such

Veterans To Stress Care for 
Disabled Rather Than 
Bonus for All. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 18—(#)—The 
American Legion has closed up. -its 
ranks for a fight to the finish for 
adequate hospitalization and full com- 


}pensation for the disabled war vet- 


eran. 

“Rehabilitation rather than the 
bonus” will be the banner borne by 
a majority of the Legionnaires, their 
leaders said today, when they gather 
250,000 strong in national convention 
here two weeks hence. 

The issue of immediate payment of 
the bonus, officials at~ convention 
headquarters agreed, may enter thé 
convention as a side issue pushed by 
a minority. 

The four-point rehabilitation pro- 
ram for veterans, already approved 
y many state Legion departments, 
was declared by the officials to be 
assured of sufficient support for pas- 
sage with a large majority. 

So much favor has been found in 

the four-point plan and its argu- 
ments for government care of dis- 
abled ex-service men and their. de- 
pendents that its author, Ed Hayes, 
of Decatur, Ill., has ome an out- 
standing candidate for national com- 
mander. 
The program demands _ cancella- 
tion of the 25 per cent reduction. in 
disability payments effected several 
months ago. Under the plan a com- 
pensation rate once set could not be 
lowered except upon improvement in 
the recipient's condition. 

If once declared service-connected, 
the status of a veteran's disability 
could not be changed except on proof 
of fraud. Every veteran would be 
assured care in government hospitals 
for any ailment, regardless of wheth- 
er service-connected, and there would 
be no lessening in provisions for wid- 
ows and orphans of veterans. 

“The clear-cut object of the plan,” 
Hayes said, “is to make absolutely 
fair and impartial the distribution of 
compensation and medical care. In- 
justices under the present system 
must be removed. 

“There are thousands of veterans 

receiving insufficient eompensationé 
Some of them have had as many as 
five or six different rulings on wheth- 
er their disabilities’ were service con- 
nected. Others have been denied any 
relief,” 
It appeared today the administra- 
tion’S views on compensation would 
be brought to the convention by a 
spokesman for President Roosevelt, 
perhaps by Postmaster-General Far- 
ley. The president had planned to 
address the Legionnaires October 2, 
the opening day of the convention, in 
the Chicago stadium, but another, en- 
gagement may make his presence im- 
possible.

Relief agencies were working un- 
ceasingly to alleviate distress.

food. Mrs. Thomas D’Berry, state di- 
rector of relief, said federal funds 
would be used to augment the work 
of other relief agencies.

A tragic story of a girl drowning as

Still they struggled helplessly. The 
timbers could not be moved. Fare- 
wells were said and the water en- 
guilfed the wrecked home and the 
trapped girl as the rest.of her family 
fled to safety.

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—()—City 
Manager government, a quarter of a 
century old, is on the increase the 
convention of International Managers’ 
Association was told today. 

Starting in 1908 at Staunton, Va., 
the commissioner form of municipal 
administration has spread until there 
are now 450 manager-governed cities 
in this country, approximately one- 
fifth of all cities of over 10,000 pop- 
ulation, Clarence EB.

The proportion of one in five holds 
regardless of population classification, 
Ridley said, pointing out. that 18 of 
the 93 cities of more than 100,000 
population are administered by city 
managers.

The governor warmly praised the 
spirit of the Christian Endeavor mem- 
bers who have worked for five years 
to complete the structure dedicated 
today. | 

“The spirit shown by these children 
is the spirit which made Georgia and 
the rest of the nation,” he said. “It

City Clerk Says Policemen 
Are Not Employed on 
Fee Basis. 


JONESBORO, Ga., Sept. 18.—Com- 
menting upon Georgia traffic condi- 
tions in connection with references to 
Jonesboro during the gubernatorial 
“trial” of Lula and Bellton officials 
and .police officers on “speed trap” 
charges, J. W; Mundy, city clerk here, 
today indignantly denied 
ever had had a “speed trap.” 

Mr. Mundy’s specific objection was 
to part of a sentence appearing in 
The Constitution’s story of Friday 
morning, which said: “.... because 
all up and down the line there were 
complaints that the long-dormant 
speed trap, once reported prevalent in 
Clarkston, Jonesboro, Brookhaven and 
elsewhere, had come to life again.”

VIPNNA, Ga., Sept. 18.—(P)— 
United States Senator Walter F. 


George, at his home here today. is- 
expressing hope 
that the bankers of Georgia will co- 
operate with the federal government 
by taking advantage of the deposit 
insurance feature of the banking act 
passed by the last congress. 

The senator said deposit insurance 
‘tholds for the bankers and customers 
and depositors of the banks a meas- 
ure of security never before offered 
the people of this country.” 

“I am confident,” the senator said, 
‘that the advisory committee and the 
officials of the loan agency of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation at 
Atlanta will be liberal in their exam- 
ination and requirements of the ap- 
plying banks in order that the people 
of Georgia and the bank depositors 
will have the benefit of the facilities 
afforded by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nange Corporation and authorized by 
congress. This they must have. 

“T am hopeful that all sound banks 
will take advantage of this opportu- 
nity to take the United States into 
partnership with them. I am hope- 
ful that every national bank will in- 
crease its capital structure by the 
sale of preferred stock. 

“The facilities have been provided 
for the restoration of banking confi- 
dence, and I am sincerely anxious 
that the bankers of the state will co- 
operate with the government and with 
the president in this program. 

“As the president has ably said: 

‘The government needs the willing and 
confident co-operation of its banks 
and is willing to go into partnership 
with them on a limited dividend basis 
permitting the banks to end the part- 
nership at will, but in the meantime, 
making it easy for them to furnish the 
credit necessary for the recovery 
program. 
_ “Congress has provided the way and 
it is now up to the bankers of Geor- 
gia to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity. Our state banks are vitally 
concerned ; they have the opportunity 
to place themselves in condition for

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A year ago the Nancy Page Quilt 
Club members had had great fun 
making small quilts for dolls’ cribs 
or beds. Nearly every member was 
an aunt, mother or ‘grandmother of 
some young girl who would receive 
a doll for Christmas. The doll had 
to have a bed and the bed had to 
have a quilt. Last years quilt was 
called Joan's doll quilt. 

This year Nancy sugzested they 
make the quilts for Ann’s doll beck 


So she called the quilt by that name. 


The pieces are tiny things. The 
original used a dark blue for the cen- 
ter. The eight light blocks were 
made of clear. bright red and the four 
corners, as well as the triangular 
pieces around the red points were 
made of white. 


The club members cut the picture 

and directions from today’s paper. 
Then they sent for the life-size di- 
rection sheet. This pattern does not 
y 


allow for seams, so in cu 
made a seam allowance. 
for a large quilt they used a quar- 
ter-inch seam. That would prove too 
large on this tiny «ger so they al- 
lowed only one-eighth of an inc 
Then too, the quilt will not be sub- 
jected to the strain which comes 
when a large one is stretched tautly 
on a frame. 


The club members used number 50 
or 60 thread for piecing quilts. They 
were careful to have a good knot at 
the beginning and two or three firm 
over and over stitches to finish off 
the seam. If this was not done 
seams began to pull apart. 

The seams were all started in one- 
eighth of an inch from ends and from 
sides. In a large quilt the depth in 
was one-quarter of an inch. If this 
amount is left unsewn at the end it 
makes it possible to put pieces to- 
gether without bunching seams. Then 
too, it facilitates pressing. size 
of the quilt depends entirely upon the 
size of the doll’s bed. Be sure it is 
large enough to tuck in at the foot.

Sharkey, opening a campaign which 
he hoped would culminate in his re- 
gaining the heavyweight championship 
he lost to Primo Carnera three months 
ago, came dangerously near being 
knocked out in the first two rounds. 
Levinsky, after rocking Sharkey with 
the first right-hand punch he landed, 
followed up his advantage with an- 
other right-hand blast that knocked 
the Tar flat on his back, Sharkey 
got up at the count of seven bewil- 
dered and dazed, but managed to last 
out the round. | 

In the second round Sharkey was 
forced to weather another heavy 
storm. <A heavy right-hand blast to 
the jaw had him teetering on his toes, 
but ring experience and generalship 
enabled the ex-sailor to dance around 
until he got his bearings. 

Sharkey, regarded as a master} 
heavyweight boxer and figured in the 
betting to outpoint Levinsky, set out 
instead to outslug the rough and tough 
youngster from Chicago’s Ghetto, and 
this brought about his downfall. 

CARRIES FIGHT. 

Levinsky, outweighing the  ex- 
champion by 4 1-2 pounds, started out 
to carry the fight to him and succeed- 
ed in doing it. He charged into Shar- 
key repeatedly, forcing him to retreat 
to the ropes with the Kingfish con- 
necting with some of his deadliest 
punches. 

In the fifth round Sharkey landed 
a low left hook into foul territory, 
and the enraged Kingfish deliberately 
retaliated with a low left hook to 
even the score. The fighting was 
round at all times, with Sharkey and 
Levinsky guilty of heeling and de- 
livering backhand punches in the 
clinches. A number of times Sharkey 
hit in the break-away. 

Sharkey had demanded and received 
a guarantee of $25,000 to trade 
punches with Levinsky. The battle 
drew gross receipts of $52,996.40 with 
a paid attendance of 20,817. Levinsky 
probably will receive $8,000 for con- 
quering the former world champion.

The ball is virtually placed on the 
upswinging foot—some _ kickers not 
dropping it until the ball has been 
brought down to within 15 inches of 
the point where the foot will strike it. 


LEFT SPIRAL. 

To cause the ball to roll to the Jeft 
after it strikes the ground, have it 
meet the instep in the manner shown 
in picture 2, 

e main object in spiraling a ball 
is to make it roll in a particular di- 
rection after it strikes the ground in 
order to make it go out of bounds at 
a certain point. 
RIGHT SPIRAL. 
For a right roll use the spiral 


shown in picture 3, the ball, you'll 
note, fitting into the instep.

er End. 

For the end over end kick the ball 
and kicking shoe meet in line, the 
seam of the ball forming the line with 
shoe and leg, as shown in piciure 4. 

This is for low, quick-kicking—that 
is, surprise-kicking over the head of 
the safety man when it is seen thut 
he is playing too close.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—(UP)—Spectacular open play is expected 
to feature the dawning football season in which some of the nation’s 
rugged young giants will have the dual roles of warriors battling for 
Alma Mater’s glory and showmen striving for big gates to keep old Alma 


out of the red. 


Reports to the United Press from the collegiate training fields show 
that many coaches are trying to develop not only winning teams but 
colorful, crowd-pleasing combinations that will thrill the fans and win 
big black headlines with sparkling, open-field performances. 


The “open channel” 
the battering, downfield march will 
feature this season’s offensive. A 
greater proportion of sweeping end 
plays, emerging from back-of--the-line 
ocus-pocus will be seen, as well as 
attacks studded with forward passes. 


Scouts report that the trend toward 
more open play is true in all sections 
and regardless of the fundamental 
coaching system used, be it the old 
Michigan kick formation, the Rockne 
balanced line or the Warner unbal- 
anced line. 

OPEN FIELD PLAY. 


Every year there are developments 
and innovations in these three sys- 
tems, and this season most of the new 
plays are being designed to launch a 
player into the open, rather than to 
smash back the opposing line merely 
for yardage. 

An important aim of these plays is 
to get an end down the field to take 
out some of the opposition in the far 
channel ahead of the runner. Because 
this end, or possibly other men on the 
line, is concentrating on moving down 
the field, the possibility of an opposing 
linesman breaking through and 
smothering the play behind the line 
is greater. Consequently, the coaches 
refer to them as “gambling” plays and 
they expect the throws for losses to be 
greatly increased.

Chick Meehan, of Manhattan, with his 
military huddle will be in his glory, 
as will Lou Little, of Columbia, with 
his “huddle-muddle,” and Fritz Cris- 
ler, of Princeton, with his 1-8-1-1 for- 
mation. 

AIDS WEAK TEAMS, 


Even the officials have assisted in 
making the game more open by estab- 
lishing 10-yard side zones inside the 
sidelines on both sides of the field. 
When the ball becomes dead inside 
these zones it is immediately moved 
back into the field again without loss 
of a down. This helps the offensive 
of weaker teams—teams that lack 
“goal line punch” because they often 
get bottled into corners near goal 
line.

Dr. Liu said that China and the 
orient in general has made great prog- 
ress in agriculture, transportation and 
education and sustained it in a de- 
gree not appreciated in this country.

On behalf of the Chinese peo- 
ple he.expressed gratitude for the re- 
ception given Chinese youths in Amer- 
ican educational institutions and said 
that China’s young people, on their 
return from the United States, had 
proved ambassadors of good will.
